Angola, Portuguese West Africa 
(AP)—After five lean years, 
this 
once prosperous colony and corn­ 
erstone of the Portuguese African 
empire finds itself with an almost 
unparalleled economic illness gnaw­ 
ing at her vitals. 
The trouble is both economic and 
political. It was caused primarily 
by the heavy slump of coffee, rub­ 
ber and other raw materials on 
which the prosperity of the colony 
depends, and was lately aggravated 
by an armed rebellion. 
Colonial Act 
Among the measures taken by the 
Lisbon 
government to meet 
the 
unreal is the “Colonial Act." Under 
this decree the high commissioner­ 
ship is abolished and the supreme 
authority vested in the minister of 
colonies at Lisbon. Certain 
pre­ 
rogatives of the high commissioner, 
such as the right to grant conces­ 
sions and obtain foreign loans, are 
withdrawn and the post is changed 
into a governor-generalship.

philosophy that has been evolved by some one else, but rather a home 
made phllisophy created by the one who is to use it and live by it 
throughout the years! 
And yhat better foundation stones to this philosophy than those of 
courage and acceptance? 
Courage to pursue the plan and course that 
you think most honest and right, and then to accept uncomplainingly 
each decision of fate.
